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Plan goes in for 
new leisure site

ELY is one step closer to getting a 
new, multi-million pound leisure 
centre. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council has now applied to itself for 
planning permission to build a 
state-of-the-art sports and leisure 
village in the city, the Weekly News 
can reveal. 

Cllr Peter Cresswell, chairman of the 
authority’s community services committee, 
said the centre would replace leisure 
facilities that are “sadly not suited to the 21st 
century”. 

Despite controversy surrounding the 
proposed location of the facilities - with 
some residents arguing the existing Paradise 
Centre is the most suitable site - the council 
is pressing ahead with building it on land off 
Downham Road, next to Ely Rugby Club. 

Cllr Cresswell said developing the leisure 
centre close to the A10 would make it more 
accessible to residents from across the 
district - not just Ely. 

He said: “We have now lodged a formal 
planning application which is a major step 
forward. It puts us in a strong position to 
apply for funding and clearly shows that our 
plans are on course. 

“This is exciting news for everyone and I 
hope the whole community views it as 
positively as we do.

Man denies charges 

A MAN accused of drink driving has 
appeared in court. 

Nicholas Love, 56, is charged with driving 
a Landrover Defender while above the 
legal alcohol limit in Holt Fen, near Ely, on 
November 18. 

Love, of Popes Corner Marina, Holt Fen, 
Little Thetford, is also accused of being in 
charge of a vehicle in a public place on 
the same date while above the legal 
alcohol limit. 

Love appeared at Ely Magistrates’ Court 
last Thursday, where he pleaded not guilty 
to both charges. 

He will stand trial at the city’s courthouse 
in February and was released on 
unconditional bail. 
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A PIZZA takeaway’s plan to 
extend its opening hours has 
causing uproar among nearby 
residents. 

Domino’s, which only opened in St 
Mary’s Street, Ely, in November, has 
applied for planning permission to 
stay open longer. 

The high street chain wants to 
extend its hours from its current 
J Jam- J Jpm limit to 7am to 5am each 
day. 

But the application has sparked 
outrage from nearby residents. 

Lisa Allen, who lives a stone’s throw 
from the premises, said she could be 
forced to consider moving if the 
conditions are varied. 

She said: “Opening between these 
hours will mean that residents will 
only have approximately four hours 
during the night when it is quiet and 
peaceful. 

“Since Domino’s opened, it has 
been hell. Drivers - both customers 
and employees - are banging doors or 
having their car stereos blaring out

until at least midnight. 

“Then when they are closed the 
noise starts out the back with bins 
being emptied and staff having 
breaks. This area of St Mary’s Street is 
still residential, with the properties 
either side of Domino’s having 
bedrooms facing onto the street. 

“I know that my neighbours are 
already considering moving because 
of the noise and are considering 
complaining to environmental health 
regarding noise pollution. 

“I will also be doing the same and 
will be canvassing other residents to 
get their views.” 

Another resident, who did not want 
to be named, said: “St Mary’s Street is 
a residential, built-up area. 

“We don’t mind having the take¬ 
away there but opening until 5am is 
beyond a joke and completely 
unnecessary. 

“I’m sure I speak on behalf of a lot 


of people when I say I hope the 
council sees that this is unfair on 
those who live nearby.” 

The City of Ely Council is also 
recommending that planning bosses 
on East Cambridgeshire District 
Council refuse the application “due to 
the impact on the environment in a 
primarily residential area”. 

But a spokesman for Domino’s said: 
“We take our role in the community 
very responsibly and, if the licence is 
granted, we will only be taking 
customer orders by telephone 
between the hours of midnight and 
5am and will not be offering our usual 
carry out service during this time. 

“We have already created 30 new 
jobs in Ely and would expect this 
number to increase if we are given the 
extended hours. 

“Ely has a high proportion of pizza 
lovers and, to keep up with the 
demands of our customers, we have 
applied for an extended licence to 
allow us to open until 5am.” 

A decision on the application is yet 
to be made.

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Start day for 
new bishop 

THE new Bishop of Ely will be 
officially installed in March 
next year, it has been con¬ 
firmed. 

The Right Reverend Stephen 
Conway has announced he 
will move from Salisbury to 
Ely on Monday, January 24, 
and will begin work the foll¬ 
owing day 

However, his official install¬ 
ation will take place on Sat¬ 
urday, March 5, after which he 
will be able to preside at 
services across the diocese. 

Two days before his in¬ 
stallation, Bishop Stephen will 
visit Buckingham Palace to 
pay homage to Her Majesty 
the Queen - the final step 
before he takes up the full 
responsibilities of a diocesan 
bishop. 

All the clergy, licensed lay 
ministers and four lay rep¬ 
resentatives from each parish 
will be invited to attend the 
service at Ely Cathedral. 

The installation will be 
preceded by a less formal 
celebration with children and 
young people in nearby St 
Mary’s Church. 

They will help the bishop 
into his formal robes, lead him 
to the cathedral and present 
him to the congregation. 

Bishop Stephen was ann¬ 
ounced as the new bishop 
earlier this year and will 
become the 69th Bishop of Ely. 

He succeeds Bishop Anth¬ 
ony Russell, who retired in 
February. 


Cash for school sports saved from cuts 


AN inter-schools’ sports 
programme has been 
saved, temporarily, all¬ 
owing thousands of 
children to continue 
playing competitive sport 
across East Cambridge¬ 
shire. 

Education Secretary 
Michael Gove has backed 
down over his decision to 
scrap the £162million 
Schools Sports Part¬ 
nership (SSP) in England. 

It means the SSP based 
at Witchford Village Coll¬ 
ege should continue. 

The partnership pro¬ 
vides sporting opportun¬ 
ities for 18,000 state 
school pupils in East 
Cambridgeshire and Fen- 


land, working with 63 
primary and secondary 
schools. 

It also organises inter¬ 
school competitions, 
specialist coaching, 
sports leadership cour¬ 
ses, as well as sports days 
at Witchford Village 
College. 

Managers were told 
last month that funding 
for the scheme would not 
be renewed in August 
next year - sparking 
outrage from teachers, 
parents and athletes. 

But Mr Gove this week 
promised to salvage more 
than £47million from his 
department budget to 
ensure the scheme sur¬ 


vives until the summer. 

He said: “I want comp¬ 
etitive sport to be at the 
centre of a truly rounded 
education that all schools 
offer. But this must be 
lead by schools and 
parents, not by top-down 
policies from Whitehall.” 

The cuts could have 
resulted in nine redund¬ 
ancies at Witchford. 

It is believed those jobs 
will now be safe. 

Cllr David Harty, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County 
Council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for learning, said: 
“The number of pupils 
engaging in sport across 
the county has increased 
significantly since the 


School Sport Partner¬ 
ships were first imp¬ 
lemented, so it's great 
news to hear that these 
are set to continue. 

“The programme has 
been a huge success in 
Cambridgeshire, with 
headteachers, governors 
and students all fully 
behind its continuation. 

“Our specialist sports 
colleges, including Wit¬ 
chford Village College, 
have successfully co¬ 
ordinated the many 
initiatives within the 
programme and this 
announcement allows 
them to continue and 
plan for the future with 
confidence.” 


Talks on plan for trust 
to manage Waterside

ONE of Ely’s most historic and 
picturesque areas could soon be 
managed by a trust. 

Plans to set up a trust - or similar organ¬ 
isation - to preserve, manage and enhance 
the city’s Waterside and Riverside area are 
now under way. 

The City of Ely Council is spearheading 
the idea to “resolve issues” and “better 
manage” the beauty spots. 

If a trust is established, East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council would no longer have 
ties to the area’s buildings, including The 
Makings and the Babylon Gallery. 

Mayor Brian Ashton, also a district coun¬ 
cillor, described it as an “exciting” move. 

He said: “The city council has 
approached the district council about the 
idea of setting up a trust for Ely’s Waterside 
and Riverside area. 

“Earlier this year, we said we would like 
to have more control over certain parts of 
the city and the Waterside area certainly 
comes top of the list. 

“We believe that the area needs more 
appropriate management and that the best 
answer would be to set up a trust. 

“Obviously, the structure of that would be 
open to the public.” 

Earlier this year, the Weekly News 
reported how residents were concerned 
about the future of The Makings, claiming 
that it was closed more than it was open 
and that fewer people were using it for 
functions. 

The district and city councils are due to 
discuss the idea of a trust in the new year. 

Cllr Ashton said: “We are now collating 
information about the ownership and 
rights of each and every part of Waterside 
and Riverside. We will then be meeting in 
the New Year to discuss the findings. 

“We are moving forward with this 
however, if any problems or difficulties 
arise, it could be quite a long process. 

“The city council believes setting up a 
trust would not only attract more funding 
to this unique area of Ely but also resolve 
issues and better manage it. 

“If established, the trust would also work 
hard to preserve and enhance the area for 
the benefit of residents and visitors.” 

A spokesman for the district council 
confirmed both authorities were “in talks” 
about the plans.

‘Pets are for life, not 
just Christmas Day’

W hen it comes to 
Christmas lists, 
many boys and 
girls will put the words 
‘puppy’ or ‘kitten’ at the 
top. 

It’s their dream, to open a 
box on Christmas morning 
and see a cute and cuddly baby 
animal inside. 

But this festive season, the 
RSPCA is urging people to 
think twice before buying a 
new pet. 

The RSPCA Block Fen 
Animal Centre, near Mepal, 

Ely, is currently full to the brim. 

And with the festive season 
and the New Year traditionally 
its busiest time, the ever¬ 
growing waiting list of dogs, 
cats, rabbits, birds and small 
animals needing their help is 
set to expand. 

Vicky Bradshaw, the centre’s 
kennel supervisor, said: “Our 
kennels are full, the cattery is 
chock-a-block and everywhere 
is just jam-packed. 

“The waiting list is 
constantly growing and every 
year, Christmas sees that 
waiting list expanding. 

“There’s no clear 
explanation for it but I think 
over the festive period many 
people have a lack of money. 

“With some families, their 
pet just comes bottom of the 
list and that’s how they end up 
with us. 

“The Christmas period is 
also very busy for people and 



that’s when they realise they 
don’t have time for their cat or 
dog, even though there’s no 
excuse for it. 

“Many people do the right 
thing and go to their local 
RSPCA centre for help but 
every year thousands of 
animals are just abandoned 
and left to fend for 
themselves.” 

For those considering a new 
pet or buying someone an 
animal over the Christmas 
period or in the New Year, the 
message from Block Fen is 
clear. 

Mrs Bradshaw said: “You 
need to realise that any animal 
is for life, not just for 
Christmas. They’re not toys 
and cannot be ignored once 
the excitement has faded - 


they need care 24/7 and you 
are responsible for them. 

“Taking on a puppy, kitten or 
any animal is a huge, life¬ 
changing decision and buying 
them as a surprise is not 
always a good idea.” 

With more than 30 dogs, 40 
cats and dozens of rabbits, 
guinea pigs and other small 
critters in their care at any one 
time, Christmas time certainly 
doesn’t mean a period of rest 
for staff at Block Fen. 

Although not open to the 
public on Christmas Day and 
Boxing Day, the centre’s staff 
alternate shifts to make sure 
the animals are cared for 
around the clock. 

Julie Ward, who works in the 
centre’s small animal area, 
said: “We try and make things 


as festive as possible but at the 
end of the day, the centre has 
to run like any other day. 

“The animals need caring 
for and we’re here to do it. 

“We put up lots of 
decorations and give the 
animals something special 
each. 

“People are very generous 
and we have lots of extra 
blankets donated to us to make 
sure the animals are as snug as 
possible. 

“Some people even cook the 
dogs and cats special 
Christmas dinners to make 
sure they don’t miss out - it’s a 
real team effort.”

“We all know that 
we need a new 
swimming pool and 
that the current 
leisure facilities are, 
sadly, not suited to 
the 21st century. 

“From the very 
beginning, this 
council has been 
determined to 
improve the dist¬ 
rict’s leisure facil¬ 
ities and give resi¬ 
dents the centre 
they deserve.”

No justification 
for parking fees 

Sir, Once again the issue of car 
parking charges reappears. It would 
have been nice to think that after this 
community so firmly rejected the 
idea just a few short years ago that it 
had gone away, but I am sure that no 
one is surprised that the credit 
crunch provides the perfect excuse to 
resurrect this unsavoury subject. 

It is easy to provide reasons 
supporting the introduction of 
parking charges, but just as easy to 
provide reasons why we should not. 
The Ely Traders’ Association (ETA) 
was at the forefront of opposing this 
issue last time and it feels it is the 
right time to set out the pros and cons 
again for all to understand. 

The problem of adequate parking 
provision in Ely on busy days remains 
the main reason used to introduce 
parking charges. As pointed out by 
other readers, the use of charges does 
not create more spaces but does 
provide revenue. This situation would 
be easily opposed by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) using any revenue to provide 
more car parks: this is highly unlikely 
as city centre land is at a premium 
and far too valuable to put this to use. 
ETA consider that the introduction of 
parking charges cannot be 
reasonably considered until after the 
development of Salisbury's and Aldi 
in Lisle Lane. These stores will be 
providing, as part of their planning 
agreement, approximately 650 
parking spaces which must be able to 
be used by the general public to 
access the city centre. This amount of 
additional parking will likely remove 
the congestion problem for the 
foreseeable future. 

It is the widespread opinion that 
introducing parking charges to Ely 
will have a detrimental effect on the 
city centre. The ability of Tesco to 
offer free parking gives an obvious 
advantage to out-of-town stores. It is 
not only businesses that suffer from 
the decline of the city centre but it is a 
blight on anyone using Ely as their 
market town and service provider. 
ECDC seem to consider that the 
introduction of parking charges will 
offer a revenue stream to offset 
shortfalls in their budgets. It would be 
well advised to look at Newmarket as 
a model for the reality of parking 
charges and its many implications. 
When Ely refused parking charges a 
few years ago, Newmarket proceeded 
with the idea and it has had a massive 
negative effect on the town. The town 
centre is littered with empty shops, 
the market has been devastated and 
the regime is constantly being 
‘tweaked’ to reduce the impact. 

The introduction of parking charges 
in Newmarket has been an unholy 
financial disaster. The budget for 
parking charge revenue is £100,000 
short of its projected target for the 
year. Increases in parking charges 
have systematically risen over die last 
few years, an increase has already 
been imposed this year and the 
council is already discussing a further 
imminent rise to cover the shortfall. 
Apparendy, a Government plan to 
change the metal used in the 
production of coinage in the next 
year or two will lead to a further 
unbudgeted cost of £70,000 to change 
parking machines. The ‘free’ parking 
period which was abolished shortly 
after the introduction will now be 
restored, and for a longer period, to 


encourage visitors back to 
Newmarket. 

The ETA has been asked for its input 
into this discussion and have 
submitted a document as part of the 
consultation. It states that, as a body, 
we are still fiercely opposed to 
parking charges, but does put 
forward suggestions that must be 
adhered to if ECDC are determined 
to implement charges. There must be 
a relevant and realistic first ‘free’ 
period of two hours, as learnt from 
Newmarket, to reduce the negative 
impact and to continue to allow Ely 
to attract visitors. 

Council leader Fred Brown is quick to 
justify parking charges to raise 
revenue to save other services. Is not 
the provision of parking in a city 
centre a service? Was not the 10,000 
signature petition supporting free 
parking last time not the public 
saying that this is a service we wish to 
keep free? It is probably the service 
used by a larger majority of the public 
than any other, second to street 
lighting and refuse collection. It has 
an impact on everyone - from 
residents to workers, shopkeepers 
and villagers using Ely as their market 
town. 

There is an air of submission around 
the introduction of parking charges 
as an inevitability being fed by the 
current financial climate, but ETA feel 
that, more than ever before, 
justification for this regime is 
unfounded. People have less money 
in their pockets today and it is 
unreasonable for further stealth taxes 
to be introduced. 

As a community we must realise that 
the council elections are in the early 
part of next year and, once again, 
there is no place for councillors and 
council officers who do not wish to 
listen to the public voice.

Focus on the 
real criminals 

Sir, I was dismayed to read your 
report last week of the case of the 
arthritis sufferer who appeared 
before Ely Magistrates’ Court 


charged with possessing cannabis 
which he used to numb his pain 
(Arthritis sufferer fined for drug use 
- Weekly News, December 16). 
Because of this breach of criminal 
law, “police officers swooped on his 
home” and found evidence that he 
had been using cannabis. 

He was found guilty and, although 
no punishment was meted out, the 
magistrate issued a warning saying: 
“Let this be a lesson to you and 
everyone out there. Prescribed 
drugs are what you should use to 
treat pain.” 

This unfortunate person was 
technically breaking the law but he 
did it in order to try to make his life 
more bearable by reducing his 
chronic pain. Nobody else was 
harmed, put to any expense or 
inconvenienced by his actions. In 
my opinion, the magistrate’s pious 
and patronising advice about pain 
relief, although accurate in legal 
terms, was flawed from a practical 
point of view. In reality, 
prescription drugs do not always 
provide sufferers with sufficient 
relief to enjoy a reasonable quality 
of life. 

How much public money was spent 
on this incident in terms of police 
time and processing the case 
through the judicial system? I 
admire and support the police but 
surely someone in authority could 
have exercised discretion in this 
case? With public funds in short 
supply, I suggest it would have been 
better if these police officers had 
“swooped” on real criminals 
instead of putting this vulnerable 
person through a stressful and 
humiliating process.

Oppose plan for 
three bin system

Stealing £1.69 lager 
can costs man £200

A RECOVERING heroin addict 
whose house was raided by 
police stole a can of lager from 
a shop to “get back” at officers. 

However, stealing the £1.69 can 
ended up costing 36-year-old Simon 
Clark £200. 

Officers searched Clark’s home in 
Meadow Close, Witchford, on 
November 8 as part of a crackdown 
on drug users and suspected dealers 
in the Ely area. 

Although police left the property 
having found no evidence of drug 
use they were called hours later to Ely 
city centre after Clark was caught 
stealing the can from the Spar in 
High Street. 

At Ely Magistrates’ Court he 
admitted shoplifting and also failing 
to surrender to court on December 2. 

Angela Sassoli, prosecuting, said: 
“He was seen picking up two cans of 
lager and stood in the queue. But he 
only paid for one and hid the other 
can in his pocket. 

“He was arrested in the city centre 
and admitted to police that he was 
upset that his house had been 
searched again. He said he wanted 
two cans but only had enough 
money for one so decided to steal the 
other instead of leaving it.” 

Unrepresented in court, Clark said: 
“It was a stupid thing to do but it was 
the sixth time this year my house had 
been raided by police. Not once have 
they found anything but they keep 
harassing me and think I’m doing 
bad things. 

“I stole the can to get back at the 
officers but it has obviously 
backfired.” 

Clark was fined £100 and ordered 
to pay £85 court costs and £15 victim 
surcharge. 

Hamish Ross, presiding magist¬ 
rate, also ordered he pay £1.69 
compensation to Spar. He said: “We 
are angry you’re pointing your finger 
at the police. They have a job to do 
and judging by your past record, 
you’re no angel. Theft is theft, no 
matter how much the item is worth.”

Growing cemetery 
to get extra taps 


MORE taps will be installed 
at Ely cemetery following 
complaints from elderly 
and frail residents. 

Mourners visiting graves at the 
cemetery had said there were not 
enough taps on site to water 
flowers and clean gravestones. 

The three water sources cur¬ 
rently available were also “ridic¬ 
ulously” far away. 

The City of Ely Council has now 
confirmed that more taps will be 
fitted next year. 

Jane Lemmington, 56, of Ely’s 
Barton Road, who visits her 
mother’s grave, said: “The cem¬ 
etery definitely hasn’t got enough 
taps. 

“My mum’s been buried there 
for five years now and the amount

the cemetery has grown since then 
is considerable. 

“I struggle at times because I 
have to lug a watering can from 
the nearest tap to her gravestone, 
which is quite a distance. 

“It’s a familiar sight to see frail 
little ladies and poor old gentle¬ 
men struggling even more and 
often they have to ask someone to 
help them. 

“As the cemetery gets bigger and 
bigger, more taps need to be put 
there. 

“It’s not fair for people visiting 
graves to have to struggle.” 

Another resident, who did not 
want to be named, said: “It’s 


getting quite ridiculous down 
there. 

“There are only three taps in the 
cemetery and we need more. 

“I’ve complained to the city 
council and they said they were 
considering fitting more taps but 
we need it as soon as possible.” 

Cllr Richard Hobbs said the new 
taps, spread throughout the 
cemetery, would be fitted in the 
spring. 

He said: “We have had num¬ 
erous complaints about this issue 
and we have taken them on board. 

“The cemetery is growing and 
we understand we need to cater 
for that. 

“A lot of the people who use the 
cemetery are elderly or frail and 
we realise the water source 
situation isn’t ideal as it stands.”

Simon Toll, a Victorian 
and Edwardian pictures 
specialist at Sotheby’s, 
said: “We are delighted 
with the price achieved 
for this large and 
imposing painting of Ely 
by Keeley Halswelle. 
“Prior to the sale, the 
picture commanded a lot 
of interest. 

“Selling for £46,850, it 
soared over the low 
estimate of £10,000. 

“It is fitting that this very 
modern image of its age 
- with the steam train in 
the foreground against 
the majestic cathedral - 
should so entrance an 
audience over 100 years 
after it was produced.” 
The painting was given to 
Sotheby’s by a private 
collector.

Stars glide in 
with magical 
Snow White 


Mary-Jane Carreyette is blown away by 
an evening of spectacular ice dancing - 
and even a spot of pyrotechnics - at the 
Cambridge Corn Exchange. 


S tunning skating is the 
stock in trade of the 
Russian Ice Stars, and 
this year’s Snow White 
enthralled the Com 
Exchange on opening night. 

They’ve been coming to 
Cambridge for some years now - 
they last did Snow White here in 
2006 - but the sheer brilliance of 
the technique, the grace and 
strength of the skaters, remains as 
magical as ever. 

The swooping, gliding, lifting 
and spinning takes a well-known 
tale into another dimension. 

The cast are nearly all 
competitive skaters, some of them 
national champions back in what 
was the USSR, and adapt their 
stunts from Olympic-sized skating 
rink to the 14m by 12m iced-over 
stage of the Com Exchange 
brilliantly It’s like a close-up of 
Best Bits. 

For me, the Very Best Bit was 
Svetlana Kuprina, and her alter-ego 
danced by John Hamer, as the 
wicked Queen Drina. 

She provides pyrotechnics at the 


start, as she concocts her magic 
potion, and pyrotechnics on the ice 
right the way through, as she 
pursues her evil course with 
demonic intent - and a lot of 
ferocious skating. It seemed quite 
unfair that she got booed at the end 
for being a baddie! 

Sergei Smirnov and Ekaterina 
Mumgova as the pair of geese 
made a delightful comedy double 
act, displaying great agility, and of 
course we have Valdis Mintals as 
Prince Charming, among other 
roles, and Irina Tkachuk as Snow 
White. 

Against a clever trompe I’oeil 
backdrop that looked like the 
Summer Palace outside St 
Petersburg, what a wonderful royal 
wedding they gave us! 

It’s a shame to single out just a 
few when no-one in the cast is there 
just to make up the numbers. 


The much-loved Nicholas 
Parsons narrated from an ornate 
throne set to one side. At 87 he was 
unlikely to come gliding on in ice 
skates himself. 

But despite dashing my hopes of 
Just a Minute on Ice he made a 
warm connection with the 
audience. His gentle dig at the 
council, “telling fairy stories for 
years”, was greeted by the woman 
behind me with: “What? Like the 
guided bus?” Actually, I 
understand said guided bus is also 
the butt of a joke at the pantomime 
over at the Cambridge Arts Theatre 
- but delivered more pointedly 
from the stage. 

Back at the Com Exchange, if 
you’re a Russian Ice Stars fan 
you’ll know what to expect - and 
probably be delighted. And if you 
haven’t seen them yet, prepare to be 
thrilled.

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Floral decorations add 
splash of festive colour 


F lorist to the stars, 
Judith Blacklock, has 
produced a step-by- 
step guide on how to create 
some last-minute festive 
decorations with minimum 
fuss and maximum impact. 

She has created arrangements 
for everyone from the likes of 
Kirstie Allsopp to the Prime 
Minister and the Royal Family, so 
the acclaimed florist knows more 
than most about how to gain the 
most impact for a room from 
foliage and flowers. 

Judith has recently completed a 
number of Christmas courses at 
her famous flower school in 
London, featuring everything 
from traditional festive wreath¬ 
making to more contemporary 
designs. Here are three easy-to- 
create seasonal arrangements: 

AWESOME ANEMONES 

“This pretty design is a wonderful 
way to use up any broken flower 
stems together with a fresh bunch 
of flowers,” says Judith. 

“Spray garden foliage gold, 
silver or platinum for some cheap 
and chic festive glamour.” 

You will need: 

■ A circular glass container and 
separate circular glass vase. 

■ Six tea lights in holders. 

■ Six red anemones. 


■ Tree ivy sprayed gold. 

■ 20 stems of anemones. 

■ Eight cones sprayed gold and 
threaded with wire. 

Method 

■ Fill the circular container and 
the vase with water. 

■ Place the tea-light holders at 
regular intervals around the 
circular container. Insert the 
candles. 

■ Cut six anemone heads 
short, just below the ring of 
foliage nearest to the 
. flower. 

4’ ■ Place the vase in 
™ the centre of the 
circular container. 

Add stems of tree ivy 
that you have dusted 
( I with gold spray, being 
sure to remove all the 
leaves that would fall beneath the 
water level. 

■ Thread the anemones through 
the tree ivy into the water. 

■ Twist florists’ wires around the 
lower bracts of the cones and twist 
again to form stalks. Arrange 
these at intervals between the 
flowers to conjure the festive 
spirit. 

PHORMIUM FANCY 

“Purple and cream variegated 
phormium grows like weed in my 
garden,” says Judith. 


“Its evergreen leaves are tough, 
easily manipulated and last well 
when submerged in, or even out 
of, water, so they are the floral 
designer’s dream ingredient. I love 
their architectural lines, which 
look especially pleasing curled 
snail-like around this vase. 

“The leaves are a clever way of 
supporting flowers heads, so this 
is a great design for using up 
broken stems. I have used florists’ 
roses, but a late-flowering garden 
rose, or hellebore, would also look 
gorgeous.” 

You will need: 

■ Phormium leaves. 

■ One rose. 

■ Two stems of spray roses. 

■ A few stems of holly with 
berries from the garden. 

■ A shallow glass container. 

Method 

■ Starting from the edge of the 
container, twist the leaves around 
in ever decreasing circles, until 
you reach the middle. 

■ Pour water into the vase, until it 
is two-thirds full. 

■ Cut the large rose head, leaving 
about 5cm of stem. Place this in 
the centre of the container, 
allowing the phormium to support 
it. 

■ Repeat step three with the spray 
roses and berries, distributing 
them evenly. 


HEAVENLY HOLLY VASE 

“Holly is one of my festive 
favourites. This winter there is a 
bumper crop in my garden thanks 
to the warm, rainy autumn when 
the berries were ripening, so 
hopefully there will be enough for 
the robins and me. 

“To give this traditional 
Christmas staple a contemporary 
update, I have ‘drowned’ some 
sprigs in a vase of water. The 
water magnifies the holly’s leaves 
and berries, so a little goes a long 
way. It is an embarrassingly 
simple and inexpensive design, 
yet it is always much admired and 
would look fabulous on a 
mantelpiece.” 

You will need: 

■ Several branches of berried 
holly. If the birds have eaten the 
berries, skimmia makes a luscious 
alternative. Other fruiting plants 
that are both eye-catching under 
water and will decompose slowly 
include cotoneaster and 
pyracantha, tree ivy laden with 
fertilised black berries, and 
branches of crab apples. 

■ Physalis (Chinese lantern) seed 
heads. This is an easy-to-grow 
biennial that is happy in deep 
shade. 

■ A tall, round glass cylinder vase 

■ A round dish - preferably with 
two sides with a hole in the centre,

like a moat, but this is not 
essential. You could simply place 
the glass container in the centre of 
a low glass bowl. 

■ Eight tea lights in holders 

Method 

■ Ensure your containers are 
scrupulously clean. Use limescale 
remover to dissolve any grime and 
then glass cleaner to polish. 

■ Pour water into the tall vase 
until it is three-quarters full. 

■ Cut the stems of the holly and 
immerse. Push a couple right to 
the bottom of the vase, then keep 


adding sprigs on top of each until 
the vase is full. Be careful not to 
add too many or the simplicity 
will be lost. The weight of the 
berries will stop them from rising 
to the surface. 

■ Place the tea lights and their 
holders at regular intervals around 
the circular dish. 

■ Fill the gaps between the tea 
lights with the physalis heads. 

■ Remember to change the water 
daily and your holly will last for 
weeks.

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2011 will be a vital year for electric cars 


THE Government this week 
announced the first nine 
electric cars for which 
drivers will be eligible for a 
25 per cent Whitehall-paid 
grant. 

Five more regions that will 
be installing recharging points 
were also announced by 
Transport Secretary Philip 
Hammond. 

From January 1, 2011, 
motorists buying the first three 
of the named electric cars will 
get 25 per cent off, up to a 
maximum of £5,000. 

The first three cars are the 
Mitsubishi iMiEV, the 
Mercedes-Benz smart fortwo 
ED and the Peugeot iOn. 

The 25 per cent reduction 
will also apply to the other six 
cars as they become part of the 
scheme over the next few 
months. 

The Citroen CZero will be 
available in early 2011, while 
the Nissan Leaf and the Tata 
Vista EV will be available in 
March 2011. 

Available from early 2012 
will be the Toyota Prius Plug¬ 
in, the Vauxhall Ampera and 
the Chevrolet Volt. More will 
follow next year. 

The new regions installing 
local charging points and 
which have successfully bid for 
a share of a £20 million fund, 
are the East of England, the 


Midlands, Greater Manchester, 
Northern Ireland and Scotland. 

The East of England 
charging points include 
Stansted Airport, Cambridge, 
Norwich and Ipswich. The 
Midlands points include 
Birmingham, Coventry, 
Nottingham and Worcester, 
while Scottish points include 
Edinburgh and central Glasgow. 

Mr Hammond said today: “A 
few years ago, ultra-low- 
emission cars with mass- 
market appeal appeared just a 
pipe dream. Now they are a 
reality and we can have all the 
convenience of the car without 
the carbon that normally goes 
with it. 

“Government action to 
support affordable vehicles and 
more local charging points 
means we are on the threshold 
of an exciting green revolution. 
2011 could be remembered as 
the year the electric car took off. 

“The British public has in 
the past shown it’s ready to 
embrace new technology and 
take practical steps to adopt a 
lifestyle kinder to the 
environment, so we could 
really be at the start of 
something big.” 

Business Minister Mark 
Prisk said: “Today’s news that 
motorists will be able to 
choose from at least nine cars 
under the consumer incentive 
scheme and that we are 


expanding the infrastructure 
for charging electric vehicles 
will further reinforce the 
message that the UK is 
Europe’s leading producer of 
ultra-low-carbon vehicles.” 

Paul Everitt, the Society of 
Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders’ chief executive, said: 
“The transition to ultra-low- 
carbon vehicles is a great 
opportunity for the UK motor 
industry. The Plug-In Car Grant 
and infrastructure investment 
through the Plugged-In Places 
scheme is helping to create a co¬ 
ordinated and comprehensive 
approach to creating vital 
consumer demand. 

“The motor industry is 
making great progress in 
delivering practical, low carbon 
vehicles and we will see 
further progress of new and 
conventional technologies in 
the years ahead. 

“Today’s announcements 
confirm the UK as a leading 
player in making low carbon an 
economic and environmental 
winner.” 

The Vauxhall Ampera will 
cost £28,995 even with the 
£5,000 grant. 

RAC Foundation director 
Professor Stephen Glaister 
said: “We support the 
Government grant. While this 
makes ultra-green cars cheaper, 
it doesn’t make them cheap. 

“The £43 million being

made available until early 2012 
means at least 8,600 will 
benefit from the subsidy, 
though this has to be put into 
the context of the 28 million 
cars in the UK and annual new 
car sales of around two million. 

“Clearly we are still a long 
way from an affordable mass 
market for these vehicles, but 
this is a very welcome step in 
the right direction.” 

AA president Edmund King 
said: “The grants for electric 
cars will be an important 
catalyst for change. We 
welcome the fact that a range 
of real cars powered by 
electricity will be on the 
market in the new year. 

“Electric and plug-in hybrid 
cars will be an important part 
of motoring, particularly in 
urban areas, in the future.”

‘Help needed or 
Robins may die’ 


ELY City chairman Bob Button 
is concerned for the future of 
the club after an appeal for 
new committee members fell 
on deaf ears. 

The Robins’ chief called for 
more volunteers and support 
from local businesses in the 
summer to help provide the 
club with greater continuity 
and stability. 

But none was forthcoming 
and now Button fears what 
might happen if no one comes 
forward in future. 

“We had our annual meeting, 
but only the same people 
turned up,” he said. 

“No one extra came to find 
out what’s happening. We’re not 
in a problematic situation, so 
we’ll keep plodding along and 
see how it goes. But if people 
don’t start helping out, the club 
is going to die.” 

City are 16th in the Ridgeons 
League Premier Division, with 
the reserves in the Kershaw 
Premier and an A team in the 
Senior B division. 

The club continues to run 
three teams and is financially 


secure, but Button said he 
would like to see more 
volunteers get involved. 

“Hopefully, the youngsters 
will come along when they 
realise what will happen if they 
don’t, but at the moment it’s 
only really the older people 
who are doing anything at 
the club,” he said. 

“If I decide to call it a day in a 
year or two there will be no one 
around to step up. I only 
became chairman in the first 
place because nobody else 
wanted to do it.”
